It 
is not an Jittcnipt to bring about gov- 
ernment ownership or control of cable 
communication but :in effort to pre- 
vent foreign concerns froin taking un- 
due advantage of American companies. 
For example a-French concern could 
open telegraph offices in the United 
States for the distribution of its cables 
and so could a British company but 
the government of France has thus far 
refused to permit Anfrricaii cable-or 
wireless 'concerns to distribute their 
messages throughout France by their 
own system of local telegraph wires or 
offices.
